RETROSPECT OF 1671. 
Toports Our Retrosvect for 1871 must 
berr tivo phases, one cf congratulation 
ase of imports, and one of 
tse hom> energy thereby 
pl ad not bec’. o! a more judi- 
cious character. It was hoped that, 
through the opening of direct tele- 












graphic communication with Europe, 
home shippers of Manchester goods 
might have been taught to be carefal 
as to accumulation of stocks on this 
side; just as China merchants were 
formerly lectured as to increasing 
stocks of, and partial absence of de- 
mand for, Tea in England. But China 
advices this season seem to have been 
utterly neglected, as the year has closed 
on Shanghai merchants, leaving them 
with a stock of goods never yet reached 
in the China trade, and witha demand 
which, in spite of rising prices at 
home, is quite problematical 

If there is any subject for congratu- 
lation, it is that the Transit dues quos- 
tion has been fairly settled, thanks to 
the exertions of an active Consul. Too 
much importance can hardly be at- 
tached to this fact, nor to the benefit 
which will, through it, accrue to the. 
importers of foreign manufactures, It 
may take time to get the machinery , 
into working order, bat once: this 
done, the benefit to foreign trade. will 
be distinctly visible. The very fact of , 
Chinese being able to send foreign goods 
into the interior under @ pass issued by 
their own Government, is a subject 
for congratulation, anda step in the 
right direction. Had we more vigorous 
Ministers at Pekin, the wedge might 
be still farther inserted, and permission 
obtained for small draft but roomy 
steamers to convey European goods up 
the great canals and second class ri 
vers, to the trade centres of new dis- 
tricts. 

The floods which occurred during the 
summer at Tientsin have, by Chineso 
merchants, been stated as the cause of 
the slack demand for Piece Goods which 
existed in Shanghai during the antumn. 
There may be some trath in this, but 
we incline to the belief that the 
“flooding” was more of Maunfactnred 
Goods than of water, and that'the extra 
presence of the latter element did not 
greatly influence the market. 

‘The increased use‘of the Suez Canal 
has been a prominent feature of tho 
Import business of 1871, and even the 
oldest conservatives haye come to re- 
cognise its advantages. Freights, 
thanks to good and wholesome compe- 
tition, have been kept at a moderate 
standard ; and merchants have, in many 
instances, been enabled to realise profits 
and quick returns, where, by sailing 
vessels, loss might have ensued. But, 
taken all round, it may be fairly doubted 
whether the underwriters have not 
been the chief gainers by the change 
in transit. Their “ particular averago 
claims” have been a mere bagatelle, 
their “total losses” almost nil; while, 
on the other hand, the unfortunate — 
merchant has had to bear the brunt of.’ 
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sundry claims for “mildew,” arising 
perhaps from*damp packing, but also 
certainly from’ the ‘extreme heat: and 
damp of aniron stanmer’s hold. 
Taken all in all, the season of 1871 
cannot have been a good one for im- 
porters. The course of home prices 
has been. distinctly opposite to those 
current hére, and many firins in Shatig- 
hai bave held on to goods in a per- 
sistent way which has astonished even 
the Chinese mind. And now the year 
has closed, home rates are advancing 
with but little chance of any great res- 
nse from Chinese customers. ‘They 
int vaguely at the absence of a spring 
demand for the North, and it is just 
possible that they may be right. One 
thing seems quite certain: so long as 
home shippers will continue to write 
about decreased exports, and yet to go 
on shipping heavily, ignoring the fact 
of‘ our enormons stocks in Shanghai, 
no good can accrue to the bond Jide 
importing merchant, Commission mer- 
chants and Brokers may reap a harvest, 
iit the general trade (as it should be 
conducted) is ruined for the sake of a

Grey Shirtings.—Prices for these 
goods have been very irregular through. 
ont the year, but may be fairly stated 
as’ against the importer.

ginning of 1871 our stock was not 
more than 550,000 pieces of all weights, 
and prices were then firm at Tis 1.71 


@'1,76 for 7lbs, and Tis. 2.08 a 2.15 per 
piece for 8}lbs. Asa marked contrast 
to this, we closed 1871 with a stock of 
about 2,500,000 pieces, with prices of 
‘Tis. 1.68 @ 1.71 for 7ibs. weight, and 
‘Tis, 1.81 @ 1.91 vce for S}lbs, 
Tho lowest point for 8}1ks. was reached 
about the llth of May, when actual 
sales. of ordinary goods took place at 
Tis. 1.70 per piece. The reports fr 
America of floods on the Mississipi, i 
duced.a reaction, but it was not of a 
very lasting nature, and accumulating 
stocks soon produced a depressing 
effect. Heavy Cloth has not been in 
ce supply during the year, and 
its value has simply varied as demand 
arose, It may interest our readers to 
learn that the Import of Grey Shirtings 
into Sbanghai during the twelve months 
snaing 3lst December 1871 was 
7,400,000 pieces, against4,100,000 pieces 
in the corresponding period of 1870. 
‘These figares tell theirown tale,andfally 
account for the present low range of 
prices. Ap examination of statistics 
roves that the average pxico in Shang- 
En during 1871 of fair 16 by 15, 8}1bs. 
Grey Shirtings was Tis. 1.91 per piece, 
while the averago cost of the samo goods 
if purchased in Manchester between Ist 
January and 3lst October and shipped 
to Shavghai via Suez Canal (with fall 
charges and coi ) would be 
Tis. 2.01 per piece. Of course this can 
be cut down in various ways, but it 
must not be forgotten thai o| 
of even one candareen per xpicoe, on the 
year’s import, represents £22,000. 
T-Cloths—Tbe market for these 
goods has, in spite of its being ove of 
increased demand, not been satisfacto- 
ry to importers. ‘The Statistics given 
below will show fully the augmented 
imports, and consequently increased 
re-exports. But while, during the 
course of the year, there have been 
several occasions in which importers 















have secured a fair profit ou~this class 
of goods, there have been many'times 
when a loss, more’ or less heavy;-had 
to be incurred. If we may accept’ the 
transactions in 7Ibs. Mexican-Cloth as 
a fair criterion of the market, we find 
that the highest-point of the year was 
reached about July, when an almost 
exceptional “sale of “Chop Dollar,” 
Chop was made at Tisi 1.75 per piece. 
Prices have, of course, varied: with the 
news from what may be practically 
called. the consuming ports, rates bav- 
ing declined at the close of the year 
owing to the closing of the Nortiern 
markets. There were also, ou oue or 
two occasions, several local influences 
at work to keep down prices, but the 
main result appears to be that the 
average prices of 7ibs, Mexican cloth 
were Ts. 1.50 a Tis. 1.62, or the equi- 
valent of 7s. 1d. a 7s. 6d. per pieco, 
laid dowr. here from England as above 
‘stated in the case of Grey Shirtings, 
It is carious to notice here that, during 
the height of the season, the demand 
van chiefly on the class of cloth most 
nearly approximating to Mexican qual- 
ity, and that the prices given for this 
description varied but little from those 
offered for the lower Mexicaw counts, 
6lbs. cloth has been in fair enquiry 
‘throughout the season, and this weight 
seems to be obtaining more favor 
among Chinese buyers, the commonest 
cloth having a ready preference at the 
low rates current during part of the 
year. On tho other hand 8lbs, 36 in. 
cloth has not been, until latterly, so 
much sought for, and the sales effected 
have been far more difficult to make 
than in former years, while the rates 
obtained have been’ less satisfactory 
than heretofore. 

The statistics given below include 
all weights, but represent the position 
of the article of which we have above 
written. - 

White Shirtings.—The businesstrans- 
acted throughout the year can hardly 
be described as of asatisfactory nature. 
The re-exports have, as compared with 
1870, fallen off peasy 15 per cent, and 
the general demand has been of 
languid character. The prices paid, 
except for crack chops, have been 
way idiculously low, but holders have 
doubtless acted wisely in realising, and 
soeing the end of bad ventures. 

Drills and Jeans.—These have been 
the best paying articles for the im- 
porter daring the whole season. Prices 
and demand have varied owing to local 
causes, but the former have generally 
been such as to warrant Foreign holders 
in realising. American Drills have 
arrived sparingly, aud have found a 
ready outlet, but /it seems as if the 
improved quality /(at a low cost) of 
English make and their ‘ infinitely 
superior packing, would do material 
hatm to the imports of American cloth. 
‘The same remark will apply to Ameri- 
can Jeans, which though intrinsically 
of greater value than their English 
competitors, are being rapidly sup- 
planted by the latter makes. 

Sheetings—The stock of these 
goods at one period of the year was 
almost nil, and every paltry arrival was 
picked up with avidity at very re- 
maunerative rates. American cloth was 
sold to arrive at as bigh a rate as 

















Tis. 4.20 per piece, and English goods 





at #relative figure. But-when supplies 
came on, rates-declined, and they have 
now found:their level. ‘The year closed 
ith a stock of 27,000 pieces, all kinds, 
as against none at the corresponding 
period of 1870. 

Fancy Cottons.—The general course 
of the market for most kinds of this 
raannfactare lias been in favour of buyers, 
Chintzes specially have dragged all the 
year through, and though tho stock of 
them on 31st December, 1871, was only 
129,657 pieces, as against 207,400 
pieces at a corresponding date in 1870, 
this is more owing to a decrease in 
imports than to any active Chinese 
consumption. 

Velvets and Velveteens were lower 
in stock at the close of 1871 than at 
the same period of 1870, but their 
eubianced cost in England was not fally 
followed on this side, even after & 
demand for Japan and a local specula- 
tive enquiry had had full vent. 

Damasks were in the early part 
of the year in very small stock, and 
eagerly sought for, bat subsequently 
the demand died ont;.and the 31st 
December, 1871, quotations show a fall 
of four mace per piece on those current 
in February 1871, while stocks on let 
January 1872 were about 6,000 pieces, 
against 158 pisces on Ist January, 








Regarding othor classes of’ these 
oods there is but little to be said, 
Byed Brocades are now ia nearly 
threefold stock as compared with the 
end of 1870, and the demand for them 
bas been much less active than in 
former years, 

Dyed Spots.—The stock of these 
goade on ist December, 1871, was 

2,050 pieces, ngainst 650 
8st December, 1870. They 
common with Dyed Brocades, bee 
sought for than formerly, and the sale 
effected have been in small lots for 
current wants. \ 

Turkey Red Shirtings \have rea- 
lised very low prices throughout the 
year, and present stocks show little 
change from those noted a year ago. 

Handkerchiefs have not gone off very 
freely, and it will be seen that present 
stocks show large increase. 

Mauslins.—The stock is now reduced 
to 950 pieces against 5,200 pieces on 
81st December 1870. . 

Woollens—Camlets, At the com- 
mencement of 1871 prices for S. S. 
were Tis. 10 a 10.40, with a moderate 
enquiry, and a stock of 40,000 pieces. 
At the close of the year, prices for 
the same goods were Tis, 14a 15.75 
per piece witha stock of 25,000 pieces. 
This Inrge advance was of course duo 
to the home advices, and though the 
Chinese dealers were somewhat unwill- 
ing to concur in the ‘gradual rise, 
foreign speculation soon showed them 
that there was reason for the advance, 
and they submitted to it. It cannot 
however be denied that the enhanced 
value has somewhat checked the en- 
quiry, and it seems probable that until 
lower prices are established, consump- 
tion will only go on at a moderate rate. 

Figured Orleans.--Stocks have ac 
cumulated, being now 71,684 pieces, 
against 19,907 pieces on Slat December 
1870. The demand has however been 
steady, prices ranging from Tis, 9.20 
a 3.78 on 4th January 1871 to Tis. 3.85 
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a 4.08 on 3rd January 1872. A now 
feature in these goods hae been shown 
by the introduction of what are tech- 
nically known as the “ spot patterns.” 
This new class have met with much 
favor among the natives, and some 
sales have been effected at as high as 
Tia, 4.45 per piece. 

Long Hlls.—Stocks have remained 
much on a par with those given last 
year, but prices are now, in sympathy 
with home values, much higher. The 

eat’s business opened with value of 
HH, assorted at Tis. 4.50 por piece, 
and closed with a quotation for the 
tame chop of Tis. 5.50 per piece. At 
one time, in obedience to home instrac- 
tions, or in response to home telegrams, 
a considerable amount of speculation 
took place in this fabric, to the ex- 
clusion of Chinese buyers, who were in 
hopes of obtaining the goods at mo- 
dorate rates. Subsequent and improved 
advices from Hankow induced them to 
purchase at the advanced figures, but 
they did so very charily, and as the 
year closed the demand was very slack. 

Spanish Stripes have materially ad- 
vanced in price since our last retro- 
spect, being now quoted 57 «60 cts. 
against 42 a 47 cts. por yatd on Slst 
December 1870, There has been a 
good business done in them during 
season, and the Chinese have been will 
ing operators at the advancing quota- 
tions, Present stocks show little change 
from last year. 

Crape Lustres were for a long 
time almost impossible to place, but 
in the middle of summer a demand 
both real and speculative set in, and 
prices rapidly advanced. Rates ou the 
Bist. December 1871 were . Ts. 3.60 
5 per pieco with a stock of 35,400

Crapo Lastings have also attracted 
tho attention of speculators, and the 
stock is now 50 per cont under that of 
last your, while prices show an average 
rise of Tis, 2.25 per piece.

ties” in both instancos, ns compared 
with 1870, ‘The actual consumption 
does not appear to have decreased, but 
importation continied to keep stocks 
mach in advance of demaud, and re- 
exports from Shanghai were smaller 
than in 1870. Referring to the statis- 
tics given below, and the reduced 
stocks at the close of 1871, we consider 
that our Metal Market has now re- 
covered from the over-importation of 
1870, and with the limited shipments 
to arrive, now afloat, we believe our 
prospects for a remunerative trade are 
brighter than for some time past.

It is hardly necessary to mention the 
fact, so far as Shanghai is concerned ; but 
for the information of our readers at Home, 
we may state that it snowed here more or 
less heavily from the 23rd till the 29th. 
A heavy fall on Friday night put a stop to 
the usual Saturday paper hunt, The snow 
did not, hoirever, remsin long on the 
ground, and all trace of it is now gone. 

Chunghow and his suite arrived on the 
26th ult., by the M. M. steamer Meikong. 
He paid several official visits, on Monday, 
tothe Foreign Consuls, and the Commis- 
sioner of Customs. 

Chang continues io attract no slight 
curiosity in Shanghai, alike from natives 
and foreigners. In the early afternoon 
of Tuesday, he paid the Oriental Bank a, 
visit, and a considerable crowd gathered in 
front of the building to obtain a sight of 
him ; the numbers being constantly sug- 
mented by new arrivals, till a policeman 
found itnecessary to require the Chinese 
portion to move on and not obstruct the 
sidewalk. Chang’s exit was delayed, and 
expectation satisfied itself for a few minutes . 
with affecting to mistake, for the giant,

several prominent members of the cor 
munity, as they came out. In a short time 
‘Chang’s tall figure really emerged, and the 
crowd were aed into silent observation, 
as he walked away—the impression left by 
his appearance being that he was every 
inch a giant. Chang was dressed in for- 
eign costume, including a “ bell-topper,” 
and was accompanied by his foreign wife 
and a foreign-dressed Chinawoman. None 
of the party took any notice of the curio 
sity excited by their presence. 

‘The steamer Kashing left on Moaday, on 
a tour of inspection of the light-houses in 
the neighborhood—rather a cold and un- 
comfortable duty, just now, for Mr. Hen- 
derson and his staff. 

‘The Woosung bar again! The steamer 
Malacca, which left on the 24th ult., was 
unable to cross, and had to return to port 
and discharge a portion of her cargo. She 
then succeeded in getting over, on the 26th. 

In order to be able to get over the Woo- 
sung bar on the top of high water, the 
Pekin has to leave this afternoon at 
4 p.m., and passengers and cargo will have 
to follow. It is fortunate that she is able 
to got over at all. 

The Sin Nanzing reports having passed 
the wreck of a steamer in the Haitan 
Straits, mastheads and topmasts being 
above water. ‘The steamer is supposed to 
be a Chineso gunboat. The U. 8. 8. Ashue- 
lot was alongside. 

‘We mentioned, at the time the Fuhle was 
sold, that Messrs, Boyd & Co, were 
thought, in Ningpo, to have made a good 
bargain. We are glad to find it proves a0, 
as the little vessel steamed up the river, 
Saturday. Sho will, we presume, require 
docking ; but very little repair, compara- 
tively with her cost to the fortunate pur- 
chasers. 

Home letters state that Bishop Alford 
declared his intention of resigning the Seo 
of Victoria on January Ist. We notice 
the name of Dr. G. Smith, the late Bishop 
of Victoria, in the obituary of the Home 
Ne 








‘We have received a useful card, showing 
the distances in nautical miles between the 
several prominent points in the voyage 
from Yokohama to Shanghai. The total 
distance traversed by the P. M. steamers 
seems to be 1185 miles. Yokohama to 
Hiogo 342 ; Hiogo to Nagasaki 384; Na- 
gasaki to Shanghai 459. 

To-day is issued from this office the 
North-China Desk Hong List for 1872. The 
work appears this year in an enlarged 
form, hong lists having been added for 
Foochow and Newchwang, completing the 
directory for those two ports and for all 
the coast and river ports between them. 
Nagasaki and Hakodadi liste formed part 
of last year’s publication, and have now 
been supplemented by lists for Hiogo and 
Yokohama. In the matter of general in- 
formation, the Hong List has also been ex- 
tended, comprising besides the usual mase 
of information a page of sampan rates, a 
table of postage rates between Shanghai 
atid Japan in Chinese, another giving the 
range of the thermometer during 1871, and 
a third containing the divisions of the har- 
bour. With these various additions, the 
bulk of the Hong Listhas been increased by 


24 pages ; and while endeavouring to 
the value of the volume, the publishers 
have also made a considerable reduction in 
its price. Changes occur so rapidly in the 
East that it is difficult to keep a Directory 
so well up that it will be an infallible 
guide throughout the year. In the Hong 
List, however, every opportunity has been 
given to make alterations up to the point 
of going to press, and where from one cause 
or another changes among residents were 
not reported, endeavour has been made to 
remedy the deficiency by local knowledge, 
and to render the List locally correct up to 
the date of issue. ‘The Roman spelling of 
hong names has been carefully revised, with 
a view to assimilate it to the Shanghai pro- 
nunciation, in the belief that, most of the 
‘Chinese employés andcoolies beingnativesof 
this district, such an uniform system would 
be found most generally useful. The con- 
fusion arising from the system of different 
hongs using different dialects for Chinese 
names, may be understood when we say 
that a single character has sometimes re- 
ceived ten Roman renderings.

In rather remarkable contrast to the 
ramours which our Tientsin correspondent 
has lately quoted, of {mperialist reverses 
in Kasox, the Peking Gazette of Dec. 20th 
describes a series of important victories. 
Which sre we to believe? The places 
named are not marked on any map to 
which we have had access, so it is impossi- 
ble to fix the exact scene of action. The 
only means of determining it approximately 
isthe mention of the river Tao, which takes 
its rise in the southern extremity of Kan- 
sub, at the foot of the Peh-ling range, and 
falls into the Yellow River at Lanchow. 
‘The probability is, that the places referred 
to are in the south of the province, on the 
borders of Koko-nor. 

Wo are glad to learn that the port of 
Krxccxow in Hainan is to be opened to 
foreign trade. It was declared open by 
the treaties of Tientsin, but hasnever been 
claimed. Lately, Mr. C.D. Williams, an 
American citizen, has expressed his wish to 
settle there ; and the Foreign Ministers 





We, at the instance of Mr. Low, joined 
in claiming the treaty right. The justice 
of the demand was recognised, and Mr. 
Williams left for the South. But the 
Viceroy of Kwantung raised a difficulty at 
first, on the ground that the port was given 
up by the Alcock convention, The excuse 
was probably invented, only to give time 
for reference to Peking ; and information 
has since been received that the Chinese 
Government have formally assented to the 
measure, and have sent orders accordingly, 
to the Viceroy.

‘We reprint, from the Nagasaxr Ezpress, 
an account of the burning of the str. Little 
Orphan, and a precis of proceedings: at 
the Naval Court held to enquire into the 
circumstance. The fire seems to have 
spread with such rapidity that there was 
hardly time for the passengers to get over 
the side ; and’ two Japanese actually were 
burned. A subscription list for the bene- 
fit of the sufferers has been begun in Na- 
gasaki, and has been headed by H. M. 
Consul with §50 on behalf of his Govern- 
ment. ‘The auction of the wreck was 
attended by a very thin assembly, and it 
was knocked down for the sum of one 
Mexican dollar; but the Express hears that 
the purchaser has received several offers, 
one as high as $60, for his bargain, 

The weather at Hioco has become 
suddenly and severely cold, and the fact is 
remarked on as exceptional, that skating 
hasbeen possible. A fire has occurred in the 
native town, by which fifteen houses were 
destroyed. The Hiogo News warnsitsreaders 
against using the native charcoal pans in 
close rooms, and mentions an instance in 
which a gentleman had a narrow escape 
from suffocation by the charcoal fumes, 
having only been discovered when senseless, 
byafriend, A new Imperial overland postal 
service has been inaugurated. ‘Thkee posts 
pass daily between Kobe and Osaka. A 
Riflematch is to come off between six” 
Hiogo men and six from H. M. ship 
Sylvia. The Thistle is also in port, and is 
to remain for a month. 

We mentioned, last week, that a pothor 
‘was being made about a photograph taken 
by a Baron Stilliried, of a coromonial at 
Yokoska, Jaran, in which a portrait of the 
‘Mikado appears. ‘The Japanese wore then 
in treaty to buy up the negative ; but the 
Austrian Minister subsequently interfored, 
and compelled its surrender until the case 
can be heard and adjudicated upon. It 
seems that permission had been asked, to 
take a portrait of the Mikado, but had been 
refused. Good taste therefore condemns 
the disregard of his wish ; and what makes 
the matter worse isthat the likeness is an 
execrable one. The Japan Herald says that, 
“under Austrian law, as well as that of 
Italy and Germany, it is a penal offence to 
obtain, expose, cr sell another’s portrait, 
without consent ; and until the case can be 
heard and adjudicated upon, the Court is 
authorised to take possession of the pro- 
perty, the right to make use of which is in 
dispute.” The real remedy, as the Japan 
Mail suggests, is for the Mikado, to allow 
a proper portrait to be taken by some one 
else.

KIUNGCHOW. 


‘Awona the ports declared open to foreign 
commerce by the treaties of Tientsin, 
Nanking and Kiungchow are the only 
two which foreigners have never form- 
ally claimed. The immediate neigb- 
borhood of Chinkeang has disconraged 
any attempt to open trade at a city 
having no great geographical advan- 
tages, and which is only now recovering 
from the ruin caused by the Rebellion. 
Why Kinngchow has remained closed, 
is less clear. Perhaps no one merchant 
has ever -pressed his claim to settle 
there with sufficient energy, or perhaps 
our economical Government has shied 
at the cost of a house and Consul’s 
salary. At Inst, however, the hesitation 
seems to have passed away; and there 
is every probability that Kiungchow 
will be opened in the Spring. 

Hainan is more or less of a sealed 
book to most people,. especially to re- 
sidents in the North of Chin 
kong is chiefly interested in 
Hongkong merchants have no doubt 
taken tronble to inform themselves of 
its capabilities; while outsiders have 
gathered knowledge from the reports 
by Mr. Swinhoe and Mr, EB. C. Taintor. 
Tt will at any rate be generally con- 
sidered that an island 150 miles long 
by 100 broad, with a population of 
1,500,000, and having good harbours, 
must be worth opening. Whether the 
port of Wenchow, , for 
which, under Sir R. Alcock’s conven- 
tion, Kiungchow Was to’be exchanged, 
would have proved better, may be an 
open question. But the principle of such 
exchanges is mistaken ; and the Hong- 
kong Chamber of Commerce were quite 
right 4o insist on the privilege acquired. 
They complained, when memorialisin, 
the Duke of Buckingham in 1868, that 
a growing trade with Hongkong “ liad 
been blighted by an almost prohibitory 
regulation of ihe Maritime Customs, 
limiting vessels bound to Hainan to 
clearance at Canton, under pain of con- 
fiscation, * * * The west coast 
or seabonrd of the Canton province, 
extending from Macao to Hainan, 
affords promise of being connected with 
the colony of Hongkong by a traffic 
which, if fostered, may m course of time 
Allain to considerable proportions. The 
first step towards secaring this would 
be the opening ofa port and the en- 
courngement of trade.” And later on, 
afier the signature of the convention, 
when ifs author was passing through 
the Colony, the Chamber complained 
strongly of the contemplated abandon- 
ment of Kiungchow. A number of 
merchants had been desirous to carry on 
trade with Kiaugchow, but had been 
unable fo do so inasmuch as no Ci 
sulate of any nationality had been estab- 
lished there. Not only was the island 
rich in products,” and its trade 
one that wonld rapidly increase if re- 
gulated by the same conditions as obtain 
atthe treaty ports of the mainland; 
but it promises soon fo become a more 
le market, as the Government of 
is about to throw open several 
Ports to foreign trade, in which event 
there would without doubt be consi

Annam’.and Kiungchow, and between 
both and Hongkong. It ‘was of course 
gratifying to Jearn that Wénchow 
would be opened to British trade, but 
the Chamber regarded the Jatter as of 
inferior importance to Kiungchow ; and 
if the privilege of doing business at 
the one had been obtained at the cost of 
our right to trade at the other, it 
feared the advantage of the exchange 
had not fallen to British interests.” 
The Convention was rejected, but still 
no step was taken towards opening 
Kiungehow. It was reserved for an 
‘American merchant, towards the close 
of Inst year, to move energetically for 
the attainment of that object. In the 
conse of n personal visit to Peking 
last November, Mr. C. D. Williams per- 
suaded the United States Minister 
to claim the treaty right of settle- 
ment and trade in Hainan; and, at 
Mr. Low’s instance, the several For- 
eign Ministers joined in notifying the 
‘Tsung-li Yamen of thisintent, “A semi- 
official acquiescence was at once given ; 
and Mr. Williams left with the persua- 
sion that all was settled, and that he 
would be able to open a hong and to 
take up his position as U. 8. Vice- 
Consul at Kiungchow, without farther 
trouble. On arriving, however, at Can- 
ton, and notifying his purpose to the 
Viceroy, he was met by the announce- 
ment that Kiungchow had been aban- 
doned by the Aleock Convention. Whe- 
ther the Viceroy disliked the prospect of 
auother foreign settlement in his dis- 












trict, or whether ho wished merely to| i 


delay action pending the receipt of or- 
ders from Peking, does rot appear. 
It can hardly be that the Government 
keep their subordinates so ill-informed 
as to leave them ignorant the Conven- 
tiou has been rejected, otherwise the 
Fuatai of Chekenng would have been in- 
viting foreign merchants to Wénchow !

Morally speaking, 
many see little difference between an 
insurance and a deposit in a lottery; the 
former has often been described asa 
lottery reversed ; and acting on this 
iden, and the i morality of lot- 
teries, moral objections have been raised 

t insurance. ‘The Chinese them- 
selves to n certain extent hold similar 
views; there are to be found those 
amongst them who object to insurance, 
as an interference with the dictates of 
High Heaven; exnetly ax ure to be found 
those who will refuse to help a drown- 
ing man, lest the water spirit, balked 
of his victim, pursue them with calnmi- 
ty. We confess we see n considerable 





























connection between the two. systems of 
insurance and lottery; and as we fail to 
see the innate immorality of the one, 
we perforce havea similar inability with 
regard to tho other. This, however, 
does not alter the fact that, of lotteries 
asa practical institution, we must in 
the highest degree disapprove. Were 
mankind so cold blooded that they 
would invest in a lottery only the sums 
of money they would otherwise devote 
to perbaps harmfal indulgences, lot- 
teries, with their chance of a return, 
would be advantageous ; and we would 
not begrudge the lottery keepers 
their fair earnings; but all experience 
shows that this is not the result of 
lotteries. And, as the well being 
of the community is the highest 
aim of government, it becomes all well 
conducted systems to guard as well 
the interests as the morals of the 
governed. It did not need the example 
of Hongkong to prove the evil of un- 
fettered gambling ; that colony, we are 
however glad to see, is to be relieved 
from the stain. The annals of the 
last century abundantly show the in- 
evitablo results of toleration; Hong- 
kong however has offered a crucial test, 
as avowedly the government protection 
of gambling was intended as a check 
on vice. The results, in the more com- 
plete demoralisation of the colony than 
at any former period, have been before 
us for some time. Fortunately, in 
ai the evil never attained so 
head, but there were signs that 
rapidly extending. It was dif- 
ficult to pounce down on Chinese lot- 
teries when foreign ones were 
mitted; and Chinese lotteries, with their 
more secret working, did more evil 
amongst onr servants and attendants. 
‘The hope of one day securing a prize, is 
too great for a native keen after 
gain, bat ignorant of the wide prin. 
ciples on which alone gain ean be 
condacive to the well-being of a com- 
manity, as well as untrained in the 
higher morals of European culture. 
We would venture to assert that there 
were few of our honsebolds, where one 
or more of our servants had not seri: 
ously injured themselves by playing at 
lotteries ; and as the next step was 
to thiove, to make up for defciancis in 
the vain hope of the prize one da; 
coming to enable them to retrieve their 
losses, we are fortunate if the evil 
bé pat an end to before more harm 
has been done. Tnadvertently, some 
foreigners set a more or less evil 
example. The odd ticket purchased 
with a few loose dollars was not a 
matter of moment to the foreigner ; if 
he made an odd thousand he quietly 
put it by and felt so much the richer ; 
if he did not, he would probably have 
spent the odd cash as uselessly. Not 
so the servant who, following bis mas- 
ter’s example, staked his all on the 
chances of winning; and, finding hedid 
not win, probably stole or peculated to 
try and get another chance, equally 
culucky. A system which inevitably 
leads to such results may fairly be de- 
nominated a nuisance, utterly irrespec- 
tive of the question of morality; and 
annisance we trast the Municipal 
Council will strive to remove it from 
the settlements. :

‘Ws have before us an interesting pam- 
phlet, in the shape of the thirty-first 
Annual Report of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Company. 
As usual in the documents issued by 
that Company, the report is a model of 
clearness, so far as the directors thought 
it to enter into detail. The 
Present active fleet of the Company 
‘Consists of no less than forty-onevessels, 
of ‘which our old friend the Aden, of 
812 tons register, is the smallest, and 
the ‘int now lying in the river, 
the Pekin, of 3,777 tons, the largest. 
Twenty-two of these vessels are over 
two thousand tons register, and no 
Jess than seven of three thousand and 
upwards. Besides this, another ship 
of tho largest class is probably by this 
time actively employed, and four more 
of nearly equal size are on the stocks. 
The total tonnage of the steam fleet in- 
cluding these five is no leas than 102,703 
or an average of over 2,200 tons per 
ship. Tho capital sunk in this truly 
jficent fleet is three anda haif 
illions sterling ; 60 that the Company 

is really one of those undertakings, the 
success of which becomes of al- 

most national importance. Looking 
at tho report from a shareholder's point 
‘of view, the operations of the year, 
thongh not so profitable as they might 
have been, are fairly successful and re- 
flect credit on the management. Eight 
newvessels of the largest classhave been 
added to the fleet in order to meet the 
altered condition of trade with the 
Far East; and four more, as we explain, 
are in process of construction. The 
General Reserve Fund, notwithstanding 
heavy strains on it occasioned by tho 
Joss of the Rangoon, and the sales of 
‘the Azoff and other steamers in China, 
shows but slight diminution; while the 
annual premium of 5 per cent on the 
“estimated value of the floating property 
‘continues to be paid into this account 
without difficulty, and seems to amply 
cover all risk, including the unusually 
heavy one of depreciation owing, not 
to the unseaworthiness of the Com- 
pany’s ships, bat to changes in con- 
stractionnecessary inorder to keep pace 
with the times. Six per cent paid ont 
of the earnings of the association and 
‘another one per cent from the acou- 
mulated reserve fund, give a fair re~ 
‘turh'to shareholders of seven per cent, 
a rate not likely, with the present com- 
petition, to be largely exceeded. This 
competition has however badan inciting 
effect on the management of the Com- 
ny 4 it has reduced the year’s income 
by 225,000, but this is more than com- 
msated by a reduction in expenditure 
th £250,000. It is much to the credit of 
noe Company that this reduction has 
of t resulted in any loss to the efficiency 
as tho service, but that its vessels are. 
anwell found and as well manned as at 
any previous period, and continue to 
perform their passages with at least as 
much regularity as formerly. The 
directors however, acknowledge that 
they have not as yet effected all the 
reforms that are desirable ; and this 
acknowledgement, differing ‘as it does 
from the former style adopted, is the 
strongest feature in the report.. The 
willingness to effect reforms may, ina 
Cmopany-situated: as the P. & O., with 














asufficiency of capital and no heavy 
outstanding liabilities, be almost taken 
as equivalent to its actual accom- 
plishment ; and though we have in 
Chinamany causes of complaint against 
the old Company, we are all will. 
ing when we can to lend it a help- 
ing hand. We must confess that we 
are still unable to discover the diffical- 
ties which prevent the P. & O: steamers 
from making regular use of the Suez 
Canal and running their large steamers 
through from end to end. Why a sub- 
sidiary line for the mails, and such 
passengers as wish to avail themselves 
of it, should not be started from Alex- 
andria to Brindisi, while the large 
steamers went on direct to Southamp- 
ton, is more than we can fathom. Were 
such a course adopted, the P. & 0, 
would be the favourite line for ship- 
pers to and from China; as it is, we do 
not care to ship ordinary cargo, on ac- 
count. of the damage done in tranship- 
ment, and the frequent delays owing to 
vessels not being ready to discharge in 
time for the connecting steamer. The 
same cause interferes with a large class 
of passengers who would desire the 
comfort only to be enjoyed by going 
the entire voyage in one ship. The 
effect of the present system is seen in 
the fact that, while passengers for 
short distances have increased in num- 
ber since the reduction in the passage 
money, the through passengers remain 
stationary or decrease in number. We 
can safely promise the directors that, 
if they will “hasten the period when, by 
adopting the use of the Canal, they may 
compete for the eargo business on more 
equal terms,” they will not find the 
China merchants unwilling to give 
them a helping hand. 














18 CHINA A DESPOTISM? 

We were taught, in those summaries of 
all human knowledge or ignorance, 
which were placed in our bands in 
ly youth, that China was a despotism. 
The Czar of all the Russias, the Grand 
Turk, and the Brother of the Son and 
Moon were three personages whom the 
Mangoalls and Pinnocks, and other 
writers of manuals for the young, taught 
us to regard as potentates alike hostile 
to individual and constitutional liberty 
and opposed to the most cherished in- 
terests of those races ‘who prize free- 
dom above everything. We may have 
outlived some of these beliefs, but 
still there is probably a very erroneous 
impression existing to this day, amongst 
instructed Furopeans, as to the abso- 
Juteness of the Chinese Emperor’s sway. 
‘We believe that even men who have 
read and: thought and talked about 
China and Chinese affairs, and spent 
many years in the country, misappre- 
hend the naturo of the authority exer- 
cised by the Lord of the Dragon 
Throne. ‘4 

At first, of course, a hurried survey 
of the forms prevalent in this country 
leads us to believe that the Emperor is 
all in all. He is, if contemplated from 
one point of view, a semi-divine person- 
age, surrounded by mystery and ad- 
dressed by titles that exhibit the'awfal 
majesty of his dignity and the profound 
servility of those whom he is supposed 
to rule. The mere titles of honour. 








that he bears, and the insignia of pomp 





that girdle him round, are enough to 
convey this notion to the casual ob- 
server. The manifestoes and decrees 
from the Throne, with their commands 
to “tremble and obey ” and “ to respect 
this,” all seem to bear out the idea of 
the Sovereign of China which was first 
stamped on our minds. But if we 
look a little more closely at the matter, 
we shall see that China is not an abso- 
Inte and unrestricted Despotism. 

The fact is that an Emperor who de- 
sires to remain long on the Throne 
‘must respect precedent to an extraor- 
divary extent. He is confined, from 
the day he ascends the Throne to the 
day he dies, by ancient law and custom, 
The power that holds him in check is 
not the “constitution” in our sense of 
that word—it is the traditions of an- 
cient days. He bas to be careful, every 
day, that he is not violating some im- 
memorial practice of the great and 
good princes who are the nation’s mo- 
dels. He has to walk circumspectly, 
dreading every hour lest he overstep 
some line laid down .by rigorous 
etiquette, Bosides this, it must be 
borne in mind that the people, specially 
in the central and southern provinces, 
are accustomed to exercise a remarka- 
ble amonnt of personal liberty of 
speech and action. The late Mr. 
Meadows observes that “there isa 
large amount of local self-government, 
to which no one who visits China can 
shut his eyes, and which is 
problem to those who pe: 
in the government a despotis: 
the people slaves.” We may make some 
allowances for the peculiar pro-Chineso 
bias of the late Consul at Newchwang, 
but yet there is » considerable resi- 
duum of truth in this remark, In the 
agricaltural districts there are many 
plifications of the self-governing 
power of the people. The inbabitants 
of each vitlage elect members of their 
own community to perform the import- 
ant duties of elders; the mon thus 
ly owners of land and 

i le men 
with some literary abilities above their 
fellows. Whenever questions of local 
importance arise, these men meot in the 
ancestral halls and discuss the matter. 
There is an absolute freedom of discus- 
sion at these meetings, which resemble 
closely the institutions of our Anglo- 
Saxon forefathers, and the most varied 
topics are talked over aud commented 
upon and argued, If there is a griev- 
ance, the mandarin of the district is 
appealed to. 

‘These facts are roughly known to 
most of us, but we do not Iny sufficient 
stress upon them as signs of the ability 
of this singular people to manage their 
own affairs and of the independent, we 
had almost written democratic, char 
acter of some of their institutions. 
Were the Emperor to promulgate an 
edict of an ‘obnoxious character to- 
morrow, all these little cliques would 
discuss it. The literary men would 
compare notes and see if the new law 
hada precedent. The Classics would 
be searched ; the examples of the an- 
cient Kings cited ; and gradually, but at 
first imperceptibly, a great wave of 
opposition would rise that would ai 
last wash the steps of the Throne it 
self, ‘The advisers of the Prince would 
see the gathering peril and entreat the 
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withdrawal of the edict. If the E 
poror persisted he would do so at his 
own individual risk; in fact, though 
regarded as a despot, he would have to 
front something closoly resembling the 
combined resistance to tyranny which 
we meet with in a constitntional coun- 
try. In China the dead sages, speaking 
from the printed page, take the place of 
a House of Commons. The worst of it 
,from another point of view, that they 
impose a tyranny of “custom” al 

as intolerable as the misgovernmont 
which they protest against, but do not 
care. ~ 















SUPPOSE SIR C. DILKE IN CHINA! 

No one who keeps -himseli well ac- 
quainted with the present political 
aspect of English Society can fail to 
see much ground for serious thought. 
The journals contain continually 
speeches from members of the legisla- 
ture advocating doctrines which ten 
years ago would have been deemed 
indecorous ina Chartist orator, and 
twenty years ago would have’ been 
panished as treasonable, We hear 
sweeping schemes advocated; and 
changes that startle the most advanced 
liberals at first, are so frequently men- 
tioned that we grow accustomed to the 
idea of revolutionary movements which, 
ashort time ago, we should have re- 
garded with horror. Everywhere there 
isasense of uneasiness, ‘a feeling of 
disquiet aud a restless expectation of 
something about to occur. The Re- 
blioan Glabe are inerensing in nam. 

1, and the Iuternational is extending 
its operations everywhere. Although 
this is not the place wheréin to discuss 
English politics, except when they have 
adistinct bearing upon our probable 
course of action in Asia, we maj 
notice this yeasty fermenti 
of affairs, aud see whether the agitators 
may not receive a hint from China. 
We venturo to suppose au extreme aud 
highly improbable caso. We will sup- 
ove Mr. Bradlaugh, Mr. Odger or 
‘ir Charles Dilke entrusted with re- 
forming China, Where would *they 
begin ? ‘There is no hereditary aristo- 
cracy to sweep away. There is a 
system of competitive examination for 
posts of honour and usefulness, that 
is really singularly perfect in its 
theory. “The land is held on a 
system which avoids the inequalities 
of distribution so much complained of 
in Western countries. . Small teiitites 
and individual farming are the order 
of the day. ‘There is no law of primo- 
geniture, so the-paternal estate descends 
to the sons, amongst whom it is either 
equally divided or made subject to such 
arrangement ns may best meet the re- 
quirements of the family. With regard 
to deeds of sale, the law is very simple, 
and places no difficulties in the way of 
ordinary transfer. Now really these 
are very important considerations. Te 
appears that, here, we have in actual 
operation three systems that the Li- 
berals aro specially anxious to intro- 
uco into onr own country. Ist life 
Peerages, 2nd competitive examiuntion, 
rd equal distribution of land.

‘scarcely anything to reform except the 
expenditure in silk dresses at the Court 
of Peking. According to modern and 
enlightened opinion, there are traly no 
abuses in the Middle Kingdom. The 
Flowery Land has no thorns in its 
roses, save and except the institution of 
Royalty. It has anticipated long ago 
most of the changes that we aro slowly 
and laboriously toiling to initiate.

In England, 
there are so many things to be swept 
away that a young man of moderate 
ies has not a chance; whereas in 
a, & land without hereditary peers, 
or game laws, or bloated estates, or any- 
thing to complain of but an Emperor, 
the: work is satisfactorily simplified. 
‘The Pope leads, or did lead, according 
to the poet of our childhood, a happy 
life; but existence at his best estate 
will not compare with that of Sir 
Charles Dilke in a pigtail and glass 
button, scrutinizing the accounts of pec- 
cant corneutters, docking the cash of 
extortionate house coolier, and sternly 
refusing the two Emprosses Dowager 
more than one piece of Soochow em- 
broidery in the twelvemouth. “The 
pampered jades of Asia” would soon 
improve under the Baronet’s treatment, 
aud shall we venture to say that, as we 
have Bradlangh and Odger left to ns, 
England might be content to sacrifice 
her Dilke ? 


























REVIEW. * 
We have received an instalment of the 
second volume of, the Phenix, from July 
to September 1871, which keeps up well 
the character the work assumed during the 
preceding year. The work, in spite of 
some defects, contains much that is in- 
teresting ; but an unfortunate habit of 


L breaking up papers into little more than 


paragraphs, with the ominous words “to be 
continued,” interferes much with its useful- 
ness ; a8 occasionally, to find something re- 
ferred to in one of these fragments, we have 
to search through three or four back num- 
bers. We cannot admire the manner in 
which the decease of our valuable contem- 
porary “Notes and Queries on China and 
Japan,” is introduced. We have lost in it 
an element which the Phénix has not as 
yet disclosed the ability to supply. We 
have to thank the Editor, however, for his 
flattering remarks on ourselves as a well 
conducted newspaper, and to assure him 
that we will endeavour to make ourselves 
worthy of his eulogy. It is quite true that, 
if we included more purely literary matter,

nix. Our object is not, however, a literary 

one ; we endeavour to supply our readers 

with the knowledge of events actually oc- 

curring day by day; and while we have 

our daily value as a chronicle, we likewise 
hope to have the merit of subsequently 
supplying materials forhistory. The Phoo- 
nix is, as it states, nearly tho sole repository 
for stray papers on the Far East, and as 
such a repository is sadly needed we shall 
be glad to see it well filled. There are many 
men who do not care to pore through the 
pages of this or any other paper in search of 
such literary matter as the Phenix refeis 
to, and if the Phoenix will to take the trou- 
ble of doing this for them, they will, we 
are sure, be grateful. 

Still there are occasional traces of 
literary matter to be found, not only 
in our paper but in those of our con- 
temporaries, with which we would like 
to see the editor of the Phonix bette? 
acquainted. It is more than a year since we 
suggested that a better knowledge of what 
was being done in China would render 
the Magazine more likely to be interesting 
and useful to its readers, and we are sorry 
to find that our suggestion seems to 
have had little effect. Did the Phoonix 
display the amount of research into the 
stores of knowledge piled up in the great 
libraries of London, which it acknowledges 
would be a desideratum, we would the less 
regard its failings in the other matter; 
but unfortunately we miss in its pages the 
result of this peculiar means of research, 
It is not that there is nothing valuable, for 
all its papers are more or less so, but that 
it is scarcely up to the mark to which we 
might expect a paper with its professions to 
attain, Mr. Howorth’s papers on Mongolia 
and Manchuria are instances of what might 
‘be done in this line ; both these countries 
are more or less beyond our immediate 
ken, and we would gladly welcome a serios 
of papers which would tend to increase our, 
at present, very limited knowledge of 
them. The former is practically cut off 
from us by political events ; wo know that 
Russia is making vast strides towards tho 
acquisition of what China has lost ; but’ 
their internal constitution and present state 
we are ignorant, and have to trust to what 
reaches us through India. The natural 
gates to Central Asia are to be found in 
China, and therefore wo in China aro 
directly interested in the results of the 
present movements. Siam and Cambodia 
have an interest, though a secondary one 
for us, so that we would like something 
better than the very scanty notices we'find 
of those countries. We do not wish these 
remarks to be taken in a cavilling spirit ; 
we regret for our own sakes that our know- 
ledge of these matters is so limited as it is ; 
and it is to Magazine like the Phenix, 
intended for circulation in the Far East, 
that we would naturally look for informa- 
tion. Too little of the critical spirit is 
displayed, again, in notices of books sént 
for review ; we would like to have: some- 
thing fuller and better conceived than 
that on Dr. Hunter’s “Non-Aryan lan- 
guages of India and High Asia” Hore. 
was an opportunity for a reviewer to 
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give’ little more than the bald sketch 
which ‘appears in the September number. 
‘Mr. Markham’s “Memoir on the Indian 
Surveys” was likewise worthy of better 
treatment at the hands of a review pro- 
fessedly devoted to the Far East. We point 
‘out these shortcomings, because we as well 
as a large number of our readers would 
gladly welcome a well informed review 
dedicated to the discussion of topics in 
which we all take more or less interest. 
‘And, fully appreciating the difficulties that 
beset the earlier years of such a publica 
tion, we quite anticipate that the Phomnix 
will become more and moré valuable as it 
goes on.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAzeTrEs. 

Deo. 20th.—Anedict isissued in reference 
to a meaorial from Tso Tsung-tang and 
‘Mutu-shan, reporting a series of important 
victories over the Mahometan rebels be- 





yond the River Tao. The memorial states 





that the Mahometans had assembled in 
such force at San-chai-chi, Hé-shan-dou 
(top of the Black mountains) and ‘other 
places in that neighbourhood, that the 
whole district was literally covered with 
fortifications. The memorialists  conse- 
quently ordered the provincial commander. 
in-chief, Fu Hsien-tsung, to lead his army 
across the Tao and attack them. Opera- 
tions were commenced at Kao-chia-chi and 
all the rebel strongholds in that district 
were levelled with the ground, and two of 
the rebel leaders, Ma-wu and Ma-yuen, 
taken prisoners and decapitated, Fu Hsien- 
tsung then attacked the rebels on the Black 
mountains, and at the same time the pro- 
vineial treasurer Wang Té-pang attacked 
‘Téng-chia-wan and San-chia-chi, and with 
such success that every fort in the vicinity 
was taken and destroyed. The troops 
then made a combined attack on the rebel 
position on.the Black mountains. The at- 
tempt was crowned with complete success, 
Every rebel fortification within a radi 
of 10 li was rased to the ground. fie im- 
portant pass having been taken, the tro} 
moved ‘otto San- chi and took up ‘hate 
quarters on the Nanshan (southern moun. 
tain). The rebels were utterly defeate 
and fled helter-skelter in all directions, 
‘and every one of their fortifications to the 
west of San-chia-chi was destroyed. The 
army then made the last named place its 
headquarters as being a convenient spot 
from which to carry on further operations, 
The foregoing shows a gratifying amount of 
success. Let Tso Tsung-tang issue orders 
tothe army to follow up its recent victo- 
ries by making aclean sweep of the rebels 
that still hold out at Tai-tsz-shih, Tung- 
hisiang and other places in that neighbour- 
hood. The two major-generals and threo 
colonels killed, must be suitably honoured 
by the Board of War. 

(2) The viceroy of Kansuh is direv2d 
to select from among the prefects of that 
province the one best qualified to occupy 
the important post of prefect of Lanchow. 

Dec. 2ist.—An edict is issued respecting 
a memorial from Chiang Chih-chang, lieut.- 
governor of Shensi, reporting a remark. 
able instance of divine interposition and 
Dogging the Emperor to bestow a tablet in 
acknowledgment of the favour, In 1868, 
when Chang-wu was besieged by the Ma- 
hometan rebels,) the god ‘Tai-Peh (god of 
the star Venus), interposed onsbehalf of the 
beleaguered city and rescued it from the 
threatened danger—an act which calls 
for deepest gratitude. Let the Hanlin 
Collee frame the required tablet and send 
it to Ching Cath cheng, fo, be reverently 
placed in the temple of Tai-Peh, in grateful 
ition of the divine favour, 

(2) There is another édict in reference 
toa memorial from the lieut. “governor of 
‘Shensi Tequesting a tablet for the Temple 
4Si-yo at Hwa-yin and asking that the offi- 
cials and gentry through vwhouo exe ions 
the temple has been repaired may be 
ably rewarded. The Hanlin College 
directed to furnish the tablit and the 
Board of Civil Office to bestow the decora- 
tions requested. 

(8) The lieut.-governor of Shansi reports 
the death of the Taotai Yi Shih-chuen and 
begs that.a successor may be appcinted 
without delay. 

(4) Tsao-pao, chief of the Consorate, 
reports having received a petition prayin 
that a posthumous title may be conferre 
on the late prefect Li Tai-wén.. While Li 
‘Tai-wéu was district magistrate of Ping- 
nan, in the 3rd year of the reign Hsien-féng 
(1853), he encountered the Yiieh rebels (the 
‘Taipings) in several hundreds of battles and 
skirmishes, and slew thousands, of them. 
For these services he received a flowered 
peacock’s feather and the title of sub- 
prefect. Subsequently he repeatedly de- 
feated the rebel war junks, and was

The memorialist has 
repeatedly issued strict orders to the mili- 
tary and civil officials to remedy this evil, 
but here is a case of robbery of the most 
daring ‘kind, which happened twelve 
months ago, yet_not a single person 
been captursa’ He therefore requests that 
the magistrate and superintendent of police 
may be made an example of and handed 
over to the Board of Panishments. The 
officers of the guard he has already de- 

ed. 


The Magistrate and Superintendent are 
handed over to the Board of Punishments 
as requested.

‘A correspondence betwesn the Municipal 
Council and the Senior Consul, and between 
the latter and the Chinese authorities; was 
read. It has reference to the Yangtse-poo 
road. The action of the Senior Consul 
was approved, and he was requested to 
place the correspondence on file. (Docu- 
ment D and attached papers). 

‘The report of the committee appointed 
to inquire into the advisability of remov- 
ing the Lismore wreck was read. The 
Senior Consul was requested to place 
the report and the attached - evidence 

















on file, and to inform: the Commis- 
sioner of Customs: that a’ Consular Com- 
mittee had reported on the inefficiency. of 
the light now exhibited near the Lismore 
wreck, and had urged the necessity of re- 
medying the fault without delay. He was 
also requested to draw the Commissioners 
attention to the fact that the light boat is 
said frequently to- shift. its eatin, 
was said to have done on the occasion of 
the Lismore loss. Such a badly tended 
light constitutes a greater danger to navi 
gation than even the mass of wrecks which 
it is su] ‘to mark.

Petition of Chan-sin-teh, a Fang 
Chang of the 3rd ‘Twan in tie 23rd Pao, is 
stated: T am in charge of that part of the 
public levee in the 3rd ‘Iwan, which is situated 
at the eastern half Twan, ‘Tsit-shen-kwan is 
in charge of the western half Twan. During 
the summer of the last year Lu-sih-yung, to- 
gether with his fellow villager, ‘Tsing-a-lab, 
and others, moved by the English trades: 
men, usurped the undertaking to build a 
road close to the levee. Just before the road 
was to be built, the English Consul, together 
with the local’ officers came to the place to 
inspect it graciously, and they told to the 
workmen in building the closo to the 
levee they could only- raise the borders of the 
levee, and make thus(the road) broader and 
they ‘should not in the least make the levee 
lower. Should they nevertheless disobey, 
then the F’ang-chang of this Twan shall peti- 
tion for prosecution. I have myself seen how 
low in that part of the ‘Twan, (being under 
my charge) the levee has been made, but I do 
not know what bad disposition Yang Ting- 
tsiang has in not reporting it till now. Lu: 
yung, together with his fellow villager, 
‘al-lab, and others, earn benefit by this state 
of the affairs concerning the levee. Now I have 
heard that (the same) wish to usurp the un- 
dertaking to build a road east of Yangtse-poo, 
but I think by lowering too much the base of 
the ground east of Yangtse-poo, the flood 
may” come rapidly and great distress 
may come over the people at the au- 
tumnal floods. For this reason I. have 
repared a speci ion for issuin 
PM proclamation in order that the ground 
thauld not be made the least lower. If they 
wish to build a road close to the levee, the 
workmen must firstly be ordered to raise, at 
the west of Yang.tze-poo, the borders of the 














former levee, and then they may build the 
side road according to the rale, and the public 
will be prot forever and 10,000 people 


will be grateful for it. 
‘When J (i.e. Chau) received the petition (of 
Chan-sin-teb) I found that in protecting the 
eve the cultivated lands are also surrounded 
and shielded, which case is of some importance. 
‘The foreigners construct roads, but the work- 
men are anxious to have as little expense as 
possible, and therefore they make (the road) 
always as low as possible. Should the au- 
tumnal floods rise rapidly, the people living at 
the borders of the levee, their cottages and 
will suffer extreme calamity. Not 
only I grant therefore the /petition fora pro- 
clamation, but I think myself in duty; bound 
toissuea proclamation of prohibition. Accord- 
ing to this proclamation I hope that the over- 
seers of the lovee in cach Twan of that place, 
asalso the Tipaos and similiar people may know. 
distinctly that if afterwards the Municipal 
Council will build a road, and if for this pur- 
pose those workmen are again called, they 
must also raise and make broader the borders of 
the former levee, in order that the work may be 
executed according to rule. But if they 
still will make it low as they intend, the over- 
seer ofthe levee in that Twan is then obliged 
to make at any time a petition for prosecution, 
that everyone may obey and do accordingly.

Asthooffencs 
for which he was arrested was work ordered 
by the Municipal Council and the warrant not 
signed by any Consul, the man E-yang-chi 
was released, and the two men who at 
him retained at the police station, 

Lattach a copy.of the warrantt and would 
respectfully ask” for instructions from the 
Council in regard to the two prisoners now re~ 
tained at the police station, 

I may mention that these men are simply 
servants of she mandarin and are obliged to 
obey orders.

Cxav, amandarin of the Sth degree, expect- 
ant magistrate, one of the chief secretaries of 
the’ magistrate of Shanghai, issues the follow- 
ing proclamation. 

‘According to the accusation made by Chan- 
Sin-teh, the overseer of the levee (river om- 
bankment) in the 3rd Twau of the 23rd Pao, 
gainst Lu-Sih-yung who wasinducedby the Mu- 
nicipal Couneil to extend and build a road, Lu- 
Sih-yung had the intention to render the lovee 
lower, aud has ruined the levee by this change, 
and as the road is now built, great distress 
and ill fate may come over the people 
(Chan-Sin-teh) requests therefore that, (Lu- 
Sih-yung) may be prosecuted, arrested and 
brought before the Court. Immediately after 
receiving it I gave orders to arrest him, but 
uring many days he could not be found. 
The ‘Ti-pao of this place (23rd Pao) has 
really lingered and delayed the matter. Ac- 
cording to the petition which I received from’ 
‘Tsu Shen-kuan, the overseer of the levee in 
that ‘Twan, Lu-Sih-yung, together with his 
fellow yill Ting-A-lah and ‘Ta-Chan- 
shan, us ie undertaking to make a road, 
by sing for its construction the earth from 
the levee, and they bribed for this purpose 
the villainous of that place; these were 
Si-shan-ching, Shen-ching-tang, and others. 
‘They (Lu-ting and Ku,) represented the case 
to these (i, e. Si and Shen) asif the road would 
be in the interest. of the foreigners, and they 
requested Yang-ting-tsiang, the overseer of 
the levee in the 2nd ‘Iwan, to pare off little 
by little and inflexibly they took earth from 
the’ levee to use it for the construction 
of the road. By such means they injure 
with selfish mind the fields of the people, and 
when the multitude of the land proprietors, 
as Tsu-Pay-lang and others, ask for compensa- 
tion (for land infringed upon forthe road) they 
are not paid, and when the road is once fin 
ed, they will keop the money for themseh 
This is Tswsheng-kwan's petition, There- 
upon, not only do I issue a proclamation, 
but I think myself in duty bound to. send.

‘S1r,—I have had the honor to receive your 
jches of the 27th and 29th December. 
in the afternoon of the 30th I waited on the 
Tautai to ascertain, if possible, the occasion 
of the trouble, He had heard nothing of the 
matter. 1 placed the original Chinese war- 
rant in his hands, and pointed out that a 
wrong course of procedure had been taken, 
saying that a8 the Yang-tze-poo road had deen 
constructed by the Council, any complaint 
abont it should have been ‘directed to the 
Council. He perfectly assonted to this, and 
said that if agreeable to mo he would direct 
the Magistrate of the Mixed Court to go 
over the road with any person I might ap- 
point, With a view to ascertain whether the 
adjoining proprietors were at all aggrieved, and 
to determine in such ease upon the repara- 
tion which should be accorded 

Believing that this was an entirely fair and 











reasonable proposal, and that it would lead to 
afinal settlement of all questions, I felt at 
liberty to accept it. 1 shall at a later moment 





inform you when the inspection will take 
place, aid { aball be glad if the Council wil 
Girect some person who is familiar with the 
history of the work and the negociations which 
have taken place with the authorities and the 
people along the road, to accompany the Ma- 
gistrate and my deputy. 

T consider the matter one which'will require 
careful attention, for if the authorities shall 
take exception to the raising of the embank- 
ment, and demand that it shall be brought 
again to the old level, it will be difficult to 

reuade them that the new level is sufficient 
ly high, or to deny their right to determine 
‘what the level should be. 

‘Tho Couneil’s right to: construct roads ean- 
not be construed to give the right to cut down 
a level which, whether with reason or not, has 
been considered by the authorities necetsary 
for the safety of the adjacent country. 

‘There is no record of any agrecment be- 
tween the Council and the authorities, to 
which Tcan appeal in bar of the complaints 
ofthe Chinese. - 

Tapoke to the Tantai about the failure of 
the Magistrate to send the warrant in ques- 
tion to one of the Consulates to be stamped, 
explaining to him that the right of the au- 
thorities to issue warrants, and to enforce 
them in the Settlement, is not disputed, but 
that the are unable to read the writs, 
and are therefore likely to interfere with their 
execution, He assented to the need of such 
precautionary action, but excused the Magis- 
trate by saying that he was not aware that 
the road is within Municipal limits.

The C. G. has the honor to represent that 
more than a year ago the Mu Council 
made a road leading from the Hongkew Settle- 
ment along the bauks of the river northward 
as far as the Yangtze Creek. The M.C., it is 
understood, informed the District Magistrate 
of the work proposed, and secured his assent. 
Lately, however, some persons have complained 
to one of the native Magistrates that they are 
in some way aggrieved in conseqnence of the 
construction of the rond, and the Magistrate 
has issued a writ for the arrest and trial of cer- 
in Chinese who were employed by the Coun- 
cil in working the road. On Saturday last, 
the C. G. waited on the Intendant, and having 
made a statement in accordance with the facts 
above mentioned, he handed the Intendant the 
writ in question, and asked him what should 
be done in the ‘matter. Thereupon the In- 
tendant stated that he had no knowledge of 
it beyond what the Consnl-General had told 
him, and proposed that Chén, the Magistrate 
of the Mixed-Court;~-and a deputy to be ap- 
pointed by the C. G. should together go over 
the road and anake inquiries of the people, 
with a view to affair and equitable adjustment 
of all grievances. To this the C. C. assented. 

The C. G. now makes this written state- 
ment so that the case may be of record, and 
has farther to say that he will go in person over 
the road with the Magistrate Chén on Thurs- 
day next, at 27.30, of at such other time as 
may be convenient. ‘The C. G. requests the 
Intendant to direct the Magistrate Chén to 
‘come to his office at that time. 

The C. G: will not dwell here upon the fur- 
ther conversation which took place, exeepting 
to say that he understood the Intendant to 
declare that the Magistrate’s course in issuing 
1 writ for the arrest of Chinese who had been 
in the employ of the Council, for work done at 
the instance of the Council, was discourteous, 
and ought not to be repeated.

‘The (Magistrate at once attended to the sub- 
ject, and on the 11th month, 28th day (sth 
January), went with theConsul-General to 
‘Yang-tze-poo. 

‘They found the embankment or levee, from 
Hongkew to Yang-tze-poo, already enlarged 
into a carriage road ; from Vang-tze-poo north- 
‘ward, no road has yet been constracted. On 

yrestioning the inhabitants, they found that 
the road already constructed by the Municipal 
Council had been at the expense of the river 
embankment ot dyke, and the vegetation by 
which it was strengthened. 

} The people fear that after the Autumnal 
| mana, the road will be found too low, and 
prove an inadequate protection, endangering 
‘life. Moreover, the ground already taken up 








‘on the completed portion of the road has not 
been settled for, and popular indignation has 
been aroused in consequence, 


‘The Magistrates finding that the embank- 
ment is a needful protection against inunda- 
tion hold that, with regard to the road yet to 
be constructed from Yangtze-poo to Woosung, 
it should be sufficiently ‘The present 
‘embankment is more than 7 tsah (Chinese feet) 
high. The country declines from that point to 
Woosang, and the force of the tides inerease 
in that direction. A lowering of the dyke on 
that line therefore, would endanger fields, 
houses, and myriads of lives. It is absolutely 
necessary, therefore, that the road be con- 
structed so that houses and lands shall remain 
secure, And further, the embankment is now 
only six or more feet wide, while the road will 
be at least ten, and will encroach on fields, 
and choke culverts. It will be difficult to re- 
coneile the people toall this, 

.e Magistrates, in view of the whole case, 
are of opinion that the height of the road 
should he first agreed upon, and not be lower 
than the dyke or embankment ; that the ground 
needed should be paid for before commencing 
fhe work, and that eulverts should be mado 

for the proper drainage of the fields. 

"These three things are highly important, 
and the Tautai is requested to make} them 
known to the Consul-General Seward, for his 
consideration and action.

THE A. D. 0, PERFORMANCS. 


‘The twenty-cighth performance of the 
A.D.C, was given in the Club Concordia 
on Tuesday night, to a crowded house. 
The first imme consisted 
of Act I, Scene 2, and Act II, Scones? and

‘Wo dearly love Sir John Falstaff, the 
most complex of Shakspeare's comic crea- 
tions. ‘Sweet Jack Falstaff, kind Jack 
“Palatal, true Jack Falstaff, valiant Jack 
“Falstaff, and therefore more valiant be- 
“ing as he was, old Jack Falstaff ;” with 
all his faults wo love him still. He was a 
thief, a liar, a braggart, » drunkard, 
short a rogue of the very first water; but 
{courtier ae noldieg, 5°, hoor 

thood ; a magnitude 
of brain and heats ‘which enabled him to 
carry off his meannesses and cowardice in 
8 way that smaller knaves could only 
envy, not approach, No man ever better 
understood his own vices, his own pol- 
troonery, or was more tickled thereby, than 
Falstaff ; but he knew himself king of his 
company, knew the wealth of his resources 
a3 a humourist, and, to use the modern 
phrase, was not “ half a bad fellow.” We 
do not hesitate to say that, at the close 
of his career, he was somewhat scurvily 
treated by his ‘quondamn royal chum. 

The Shanghai Amateur Dramatic Club 
deserves much credit for having put upon 
the stage three of the best Falstaff scenes 
of King Henry the Fourth. ‘The parts 
ie all carefully acted, and the costumes 
and scenery good and appropriate. Mr. 
Griffin did not attempt any subtle delinea- 
tion of Falstaff’s character, and he probably 
Was right in doing a0, because merely three 
Scenes would not have allowed of scope 
enough to have enforced his ideas upon 
the perceptions of the audience. He well 
Pourtrayed the senile braggart and debau- 




















chee, redeemed from vulgarity and con- 
tempt -by the force of his own mirth and 
humour. Falstaf’s courtier-like jealousy 
of Poins was likewise apparent ; but of 
the fat knight’s real affection at bottom 
for the Prince, and of his magnificent dis- 
regard for public opinion until discarded 
by that Prince, there was no trace. Upén 
the whole, however, the impersoni 

was highly successful, aud the salient 
points of te character admirably :

of the gentlemen who signed the Document, 
that by the last mail_his Excellency received 
a ch of the 1st December from the Right 
‘Honorable the Earl of Kimberley, who desires 
his Excellency to inform the Memoriaiists that 
the condition of the Police Force has for acon- 
siderable time been a source of anxiety to his 
Lordship, and that he has had frequent com- 
munication with the Governor on the subject. 
His Lordship has further instructed Ex. 
cellency, in connection with the suppression of 
the Gambling Houses, to strengthen the Police 
Force and to spend on ita considerable portion 
of the Special Fund. His Lordship has been 
enabled to secure in, England a certain num- 
ber of well trained Police of good character, 
young and physically strong, and trusts to be 
able fo obtain more men of the same stamp, 
‘and confidently hopes that the Governor's ex- 
perience will enable him to establish an im- 
proved conditionof airs, His Lordship fears 

jowever, that the complete ization of 
the ir] Syatem, ‘to which the Memorialists 
point, ard which may perhaps prove tebe ne- 
Eessary, cannot well be undectaken, by Sir 
Richard MacDonnell, as the termination of 
his tenure of office is'so near at hand. He is, 
however, authorized to inform the petitioners 
that_ his successor will, before proceeding to 
the Colony, be made fully acquainted with the 
condition of affairs, and with the views of the 
Memorialists, and it will be his first duty to 
enquire thoroughly into the matte 

‘After giving the Memorial careful. consi-

It 
appeared also that, though defendant got

his office to a private room upstairs and at the 
back of the premises. 

Defendant said he shifted because the police

the house and hand them over to the Chinese 
authorities. He reiterated that he was igno- 
rant of any legal difficulty. He had never 
shut at all, as his Worship would see if the 
tickets foc the various drawings were be- 
fore him. He considered that the Municipal 
Council Police had no authority over him or 
power to require him to stop. He had thought 
{hat any communication requiring him to do 0 
should have come through the British Consul, 
or from the Taotai through the former offivial, 

Inspector Statentye said, when he warned 
defendant, the latter stated that he would 
close on the 28th, not to open again. Defond- 
ant was served personally with the summons, 
and on the same day procceded to hold a lot- 
tery. Yesterday he (Mr. Stripling) went to de- 
feadant’s place with a sergeant, and found 
that he had removed to a small back room in 
the upper part of the premises, where a draw- 
ing was just being commenced. 

‘His Worship “understood Mr. Bellbin’s 
defence to be that he considered himself 
free to go on till the matter was brought be- 
fore and adjudicated upon by some competent 
authority ; bit he was mistaken in imagining 
that a notification from H. M.’s Minister for- 
bidding lotteries was necessary. Nothing of 
the kind was needed for the simple reason that 
the law of England provided for the cago, and 
that law (by the effect of Section 5 of the Or- 
der in Council of 1865) operated here, so far 
as British subjects were concerned. The 
statute which was in force at home on the sub- 
ject, and which the Court felt bound to en- 
force here, was the 10 and 11 Will IIT, e. 17, | 
entitled “an Act for the suppressing of Lot- 
tevies,” and by it all lotteries are declared 
common and public nuisances. ‘That being so, 
any person charged with holding lotteries was 
able to an indictment before a jury, and if 
convicted became liable to fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, at the discretion of the Judge. 

Defendant said he wou'd not have continued 
lotteries, had he known this to be the fact as 
to the law. 

‘His Worship said it was a well-known prin- 
ciple that ignorance of a statute was no ex- 
cuse for its violation. At the same time, as 
the abject of the prosecution and of the whole 
proceedings was to put a stop to these thi 
toal ato th nuisance, to destroy th seats 
lotterios, if this could be effected without ex- 
posing defendant to public prosecution, he 
would not commit hin. 

Defendant said he was willing to desist from 
holding lotteries, as his Worship said the law 
was 10, 

His Worship said the illegality of lotteries 
was beyond question, and quoted a case tried 
in 1860 R. v, Crawshaw, 301. J., M. 0. 58. 
He added, with regard 'to the lotteries hai 
ing been’ allowed to go on for some con- 
siderable time, that things were often al- 
lowed to go on for a time, till they were 
found to be a nuisance to a community. For 
himself, he was of opinion that lotteries were 
mischievous thing. ‘They tempted 
o.risk their money, and the taste for 
gambling so fostered was likely to tempt na- 
tive employés and others to do wrong in order 
to get means to go on with. That was why 
the law considered tliem such an objectionable 
and abominable thing, and put them down as 
A nuisance, 

Defendantundertook to desist and explained 
that, with regard to the lottery beingheld when 
Mr. Stripling came'to his house, he had got 
the money and was obliged to’ go on. The 
Ghinere present, however, got frightened when 
they saw Mr. Stripling, and accepted the ro- 
tum of their money, and others would have it 
returned to them to-day. 

His Worship said with the undertaking de-

NAVAL COURT. 
Nagasaki, Jan, 22. 

Before M. FiowEns, H. MI. Consul, President. 

Captains Gnaxox and Autex, Assessors. 

A Court was held at the British Consulate 
on the 22nd instant to enquire into the circum- 
stances relating to the loss of the British 
steamer Orphan. ‘The following is a condensed 
account of the most important particulars 
which transpired during the investigation. 

‘Thomas Brown, master—The Orphan left 
Kobé on the 9th instant, and weather more-or 
less thick was encountered during the 
On the Lith, about 7.30 P.a., the pilot struck 
the gong to stop the engines, intending to 
anchor for the night, as the evening was rather 
foggy. ‘The fire was first discovered at the 
time by the chief officer who sent below to 
superiutend getting the chains all clear. On 
finding a strong smell of fire he immediately 
came on deck to raise the alarm, and to report 
the circumstance. The engineer who heard 
the alarm immediately took steps to screw on 
thefire hose. Witness, who was steering inthe 
wheel house at the time, also heard the report, 
and on opening the door found the flames and 
smoke through the main deck so 
dense as to prevent him from getting aft, 
which left him no alternative but to leap over- 
board and get into the steam launch, which 
‘was then being towéd astern. 

Peter Cameron, mate, corroborated the 
Captain's statements, and stated that after 

ing what he haa discovered to the en- 

gineer, the latter went below to screw on the 
fire hose. ‘The smoke and flames at that time 
were coming through the coal bunker bulk- 
heads and bulkhead dividing the hold from 
engineroom. The engineer however did not 
succeed in carrying out his intention, and be- 
ing nearly stifled he ordered the fire-men to 
run for their lives. Opened the steam valve 








and ‘allowed the steam to escape, to prevent 
an jion, and aft to the boat to avoid. 
being suffocated. Witness endeavoured to get 
buckets and water, but had to abandon them 
and order the crew to the boats. ‘The steamer 
had a steam launch in tow into which the 
Captain got after jumping overboard. The 
two boats rescued a small boy hanging to the 
stern who was severly burned. 

Oliver Smith, pilot, made a statement 
similar to the other witness as to stopping the 
engines and sending mate below to see all 
chains clear. After the report by the mate of 
fire, the flames spread. so suddenly as to pre- 
vent witness from getting to his room to save 
his papers or anything, except the clothes he 
then wore. He rushed. aft in time to get into 
‘one of the boats, At that time the vessel was 
in 6 fathoms of water, and continued to burn 
and drift all night. ‘The night was calm and 
foggy. After daylight the next morning the 
vessel drifted with the ebb tide towards the 
channel of er traits, but both an- 
a and she sank in 10} fathoms of 
water after burning to the water’s edge. 

"The finding of the Court accorded with the 
evidence and exonerated the Captain, En- 
gincer, Mate, and Crew from blame.—Naga-

‘TRANSIT DUES. 


‘The Pall Mall Gazette says:—A. short 
time ago au insignificant looking telegram 
from China, buried among the usual un- 
intelligible references to water twist, ahirt- 
ings, tea chops, &c., informed us that ‘the 
transit duties were settled.” They had 
been settled so many times to their own 
satisfaction by the Chinese, that the inform 
ation did not seem very important to the 
trading public here at home. But now we 
learn—not from British official sources, 
that would be much too prompt and 
straightforward to be dignified —that the 
Ningpo Taoutai declares in a proclamation 

Tseng Kwo-fan, the Viceroy, instructs 
hhim in these terms :— As to the transport 
of foreign goods to the interior under tran- 
sit pase, a despatch has been received from 
the Foreign-oftice, allowing that privilege 
to foreign and-Chinese merchants alike.” 
The Shanghai Taoutai has already acknow- 
ledged the system by granting passes for 
the trausit of foreign goods to Chinese mer- 
chants, It is impossible to over-estimate 
the value of this question gua British trade. 
‘The most important, of course, as regards 
better intercourse with China is that of the 
residence of foreigners in the interior, But 
until that shall have been conceded it is 
evident that a free passage for their goods 
to the millions of buyers is a large measure 
of what is required, How has this much 
desired settlement been arrived at? Who 
effected it? Mr. Wade, who has the credit 
of preferring a quiet life at Peking? Mr. 











Hart, who, perhaps, very properly has 
hitherto always been found fighting the 
battles of the Chinese Government ? or was 





it, perchance, Markham, whose untimely 
death is deeply regretted by all who know 
anything of China? And, after all, is it 
true? Will our Foreign-office vouchsafe 
any information for the benefit of those so 
deeply: concerned? or can it be that, as in 
the case of the most important despatch 
which was ever addressed by the Chinese 
Government to foreign Powers, Mr. Wade 
has been too much occupied with his own 
thoughts to convey any hint of what is 
going on to the Rhadamanthus of Down- 
ing-street ?

BURNING OF THE S; S, “ORPHAN.”
